The policy of supplying .all state 
wardsin prisons and ‘hospitals with 
a plentiful supply of food im variety, 
has, according to'the California: state 
board of health, prevented the ‘in 
troduction of pellagra into Califor- 
nia institutions. ‘This disease is ex- 
ceedingly prevalent in prisons, hos- 
pitals and. orphanages. throughout 
the southern states, and during 1915 
there were seventy-five thousand; 
cases of the disease in the. United 
States, . 

Its cause ‘hag béen unknown for 
Many years, but the United States 
public health servicé has just an- 
nounced ‘that instead of being due 
to the usé of spotlea cornmeal and 
cottonseed oil,:the disease is due to 
failure to include such foods as 
meat, milk, eggs, peas or beans in, 
the diet. It has ‘been found that 
tthe disease develops only in per- 
sons who do not eat protein foods. 
The United States public health 


service “has conducted a series of |, 


experiments’ which prove conclusive- 
ly that the disease is due to the 
use of a faulty dietary. 

In California there have been 
very few cases of pellagra, and the 
state board of health believes that 
Many more sases would Wave de- 
veloped in state institutions if in- 
mates had been supplied with a one 
sided diet of corn, cereals, and like 
non-protein foods, 

The first symptoms of pellagra are 
intestinal disturbances, skin dis- 
coloration, nervous disturbancea, 
and finally in the later stages, the 
most extreme weakness and insanity. 

There were nine cases in Califor- 
nia during 1912, eighteen during}. 
1913, twenty-seven during 1914 and 
twenty during 1915. When it. ts 
considered that there were at least 
seventy-five thousand cases in the 
United States during 1915, Califor- 
mia should be congratulated because 
there have been so few cases of the 
disease in this state,
